Washington, July 17.—All doubt as 
to where President Taft stands with 
regard to the downward revision of 
the tariff was swept away when a 
statement was given out at the White 
House setting forth in detail what 
the president had to say to twenty- 
three Republicans, members of con­ 
gress, who called to protest against 
putting raw m aterials oil the free list. 
The president in this statement de­ 
clared that the Republican party is 
committed to a downward revision; 
that he has never had any other idea 
of the Chicago platform, and that he 
personally has promised a downward 
Teviston to the people. 
This statem ent is interpreted in 
some quarters here as a direct notifi­ 
cation to the conferees on the tariff 
bill that if the measure they Anally 
agree upon does not constitute a m ate­ 
rial reduction in speclAc duties the 
president will exercise his power of 
veto. 
The president’s statem ent created 
a decided sensation among senators 
and representatives who became ac­ 
quainted 
with 
its 
contents. 
The 
statement was shown to Senator Aid- 
rich. He made no direct comment 
upon it, but said that the conferees 
had decided to let Mr. Taft deal with 
schedules upon which they could not 
agree, it being up to the president to 
secure the votes necessary to pass 
the measure in the form in which it 
would be reported out of conference 
as a result of his mediation between 
the house and senate conferees.

STRIKE SITUATION IS 
QUIET, BUT OMINOUS 


Further Trouble Anticipated at 
McKees Rocks, Pa. 


LAYING ASIDE HIS BURDENS 


John D. Rockefeller Transfers Prop­ 
erty to H is Son. 
New York, July 17.—John D. Rocke 
feller has transferred several million 
dollars’ woith of real estate in this 
city to his son. John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr. The transfers, it is understood, 
are a part of a plan of the oil mag­ 
nate to lay aside the burdens of ac­ 
tive business. 
The parcels of land turned over 
from senior to junior include several 
blocks of ground 
surrounding 
the 
Rockefeller Institute of Medical Re­ 
search. The transfer is particularly 
believed to indicate that the recipient 
Is to carry on personally the work 
started by his father. 


Pittsburg, July 17.—The strike sit­ 
uation at the Pressed Steel Car com­ 
pany’s plant in McKees Rocks is 
quiet, but ominous. 
For the first 
time since their arrival the constabu­ 
lary troopers snatched a few hours 
sleep. Throughout the early part of 
the evening every house occupied by 
strikers and their families in Mc­ 
Kees Rocks was searched for fire­ 
arms, but the hunt was fruitless. With 
an outlook for a riotous Saturday, fol­ 
lowing the official statement of Presi­ 
dent Hoffstott that he would neither 
treat with nor reinstate the striking 
men, the authorities have laid their 
plans to cope with a serious situation. 
The one clash of the night occurred 
between a deputy sheriff and a crowd 
of strikers’ sympathizers. The deputy 
was on his way to his home and when 
surrounded by angry strikers pulled 
his revolver and fired into the crowd. 
Further trouble is feared when the 
constabulary will attempt to deport 
several of the strike leaders wTho have 
so far evaded arrest but are known 
to have participated in the rioting.

Teheran, Persia, July 17.—Moham­ 
med All, shah of Persia, was de­ 
throned and the crown prince, Sultan 
Ahmed Mirza, was proclaimed shah 
by the national assembly, composed 
of the chief Mujtehids and the lead­ 
ers of the Nationalist forces, in the 
presence of an immense crowd in 
Parliament square. 
Mohammed All has taken refuge in 
the Russian summer legation at Zer­ 
zende, where he is under the protec­ 
tion of detachments of Cossacks and 
Sepoys, dispatched to Zerzende by 
the Russian and British diplomatic 
representatives. 
The new 
shah 
is 
yet in his minority, and Azad 1*1 
Mulk, head of the Kajar family, has 
been appointed regent. 
Slpahdar, one 
of the most active leaders of the 
movement, has taken office at minis­ 
ter of war and governor of Teheran. 
General Llakhoff, through whose ne­ 
gotiations with the Nationalists the 
surrender was effected, was escorted 
by mounted Bakhtiari riflemen to the 
parliament building and was greeted 
with loud applause by the people. 
He 
was informed that he might remain 
temporarily in command of the Cos­ 
sack brigade 
provided 
he 
strictly 
obeyed the orders of the war minis­ 
try. This arrangem ent was communi­ 
cated to the British and Russian lega­ 
tions. 
The shops and private houses occu­ 
pied by the shah’s soldiers have been 
plundered and the residence of the 
manager of the Indo-European Tele­ 
graph company has been looted, but 
no other homes of foreigners were in­ 
vaded. 
With the exception of desultory 
firing by a handful of loyal Bakhtiarls 
in a lane near the British legation, 
Teheran is quiet. The townspeople 
are taking quite calmly the sudden 
change in rulers, while the National­ 
ists are resting after four days of in­ 
cessant fighting in the streets of a 
strange town.

Minnesota 
Board 
Health H as the Power. 
St. Paul, July 17.—That the closing 
of a packing plant or a rendering 
plant when it becomes a nuisance and 
a menace to health is a valid exercise 
of the police powers of the state, and 
that the law under which the state 
board of health ordered the J. T. Mc­ 
Millan rendering plant In St. Paul 
closed is constitutional, was decided 
by Judge C. L. Bunn in the Ramsey 
county court when he denied the ap­ 
plication of the McMillan people for 
an injunction to prevent the slate 
board of health from enforcing its or­ 
der. 
The decision Is signflcant because 
of its bearing upon a controversy that 
has been engaging the attention of 
Twin City people for nearly three 
years and which was at fever heat 
for several weeks during the last ses 
•ion of the legislature. After the leg­ 
islature had killed the bill which pro­ 
hibited the Armour Packing company 
from building a plant on its site neat 
New Brighton, another bill was in 
troduced by the friends of the uni 
versity giving the state board ot 
health the right to regulate packing 
and rendering plants and close them 
if they become a nuisance. 
That bill was also defeated, but now 
the court holds that the board has th*. 
very right which tho friends of the 
university and the St. Paul people 
through the second bill sought to give 
them. 
Armour may build on his site near 
New Brighton if he chooses, but when 
ever the plant or any part of it be­ 
comes a nuisance or a menace the 
state board of health may order the 
nuisance abated and the offending 
plant closed.

STAND IN WAY 
OF AGREEMENT 


Five Propositions Bother the 
Tariff Conferees. 


IF THEY WERE DISPOSED OF 


Twenty-four Hours Would See the 


End of the Work of the House and 


Senate Conferees on the Measure. 


Great 
Progress 
Has Been 
Made. 


Prepondenance 
of 
Differences 
in 


Nearly All the Schedules Adjusted. 


Washington, July 17.—Twenty-four 
hours would see the end of the work 
of the senate and house conferees on 
the tariff bill and substantial agree­ 
ment on the questions at issue, but 
for the five propositions—iron ore, 
coal, 
hides, 
oil 
and 
lumber—upon 
which the president stands firm for 
radical reductions or even abolition 
of the tariff. This is the way the 
conferees describe the situation and 
up on Capitol hill they are facetious­ 
ly calling these propositions “the na- 
tiqppl issues.” 
Great progress was made during the 
day. 
A preponderance of the differ­ 
ences in nearly all of the schedules 
have been adjusted. In each schedule, 
however, there are some few items 
that have necessitated Investigation 
In order to enable the conferees to 
get together. A number of these in­ 
quiries have not been completed. This 
Is true of lead products, such as paints, 
In the chemical schedule; numerous 
articles in the metal schedule on 
which the rates depend on the settle­ 
ment of the iron ore question; the 
demand for a change in the classifica­ 
tion of wool tops; the change from 
ad valorem to specific rates on cotton 
goods; 
tho increase made by the 
house on gloves; and the wood pulp 
and print paper contest. 
The rates on silks and woolen goods 
have been determined. The senate 
won on both of these important sub­ 
jects. On silks there will be a con­ 
siderable advance over existing du­ 
ties and on woolens there is to be no 
change from the present law except in 
regard to wool tops, which are to be 
given a new classification. 
The duty on tops is prohibitive now 
and it is predicted that it will con­ 
tinue so even after the reduction is 
put into force. 
Result of a Conference. 
Adjustment of the woolen schedule 
is the result of a conference between 
Representatives McCall (Mass.), Bou­ 
tell (111.) and Fordney (Mich.), who 
represented the views of the house, 
and Senators Smoot, Carter and War­ 
ren, who represented the demand of 
the wool growers for continued pro­ 
tection. The senate provision re-en­ 
acted the Dingley rates of the whole 
woolen schedule, while the house pro­ 
vided for material reduction, especial­ 
ly in the interest of the carded wool 
industry. 
Holding out stoutly against the va­ 
rious reductions the senate view pre­ 
vailed except in regard to wool tops. 
No decision has been reached defi­ 
nitely concerning tops, but the prob­ 
ability is that they will be provided 
for specifically at a rate between the 
existing rates on scoured wool and 
spun yarn. 
Another 
important 
schedule 
dis­ 
posed 
of 
was 
wines, 
spirits 
and 
liquors. 
The 
senate 
treated 
this 
schedule as belonging to the class of 
luxuries and made an increase amount­ 
ing to about 15 per cent on most of 
the articles under the head of spirits. 
On champagnes in bottles of the or­ 
dinary commercial sizes the existing 
rate of $8 a dozen for quarts is ad­ 
vanced to $9.60, with a similar ad­ 
vance on pints and other sizes.

EXPERTS MEET IN LONDON 


Twelfth 
International 
Congreae 
on 
Alcoholism to Be Held. 
London, July 17.—In response to 
the invitation of the British govern­ 
ment delegates from all parts of Eu­ 
rope and America will assemble here 
tomorrow at the twelfth international 
congress on alcoholism, whose pur­ 
pose is the discussion of the alcohol 
problem from a scientific viewpoint. 
The congress will be the second 
convention of the sort held under gov­ 
ernment auspices. 
Two years ago 
the delegates met In Stockholm by 
invitation of the Swedish government. 
The present convention, which will 
remain in session several days, will 
have as honorary president the Duke 
of Connaught, brother of King Ed­ 
ward. 
The American delegates to the con­ 
gress are Dr. Thomas D. Crothers of 
Hartford, Conn., the famous authority 
on the medical treatment of alcohol 
and drug inebriates, and Miss Cora 
Frances Stoddard of Boston, secretary 
of the Scientific Temperance federa­ 
tion and representative of the Na­ 
tional 
Temperance 
society 
of the 
United States, the oldest active tem­ 
perance organization in America. 


REMARKABLE BREAK 
IN COTTON MARKET 


• 1' 
Caused by Report on the Boll 


Weevil Situation 


MODEL FP, 


New York, July 17.—One of the 
most remarkable breaks in the history 
of the New Nork cotton market oc­ 
curred as a result of a special report 
on the boll weevil situation by the 
government entomologist, Dr. Hun­ 
ter. At the end of the decline cot­ 
ton for the new crop delivery was 
selling at $2 a bale less than the clos­ 
ing price of Thursday. 
The break was marked by panicky 
liquidation 
and 
excitement 
seldom 
equalled except In times of complete 
demoralization. Within an hour prices 
declined fully 35 points, and while 
the market recovered a few points of 
the 
loss, 
the closing 
was 
barely 
steady, the general nervousness of the 
traders suggesting a thoroughly un­ 
settled state of sentiment. 
The decline was the culmination of 
a gradually increasing lack of confi­ 
dence in the stability of prices, which 
nearly 
reached 
the 
13-cent 
level 
earlier in the week, when the low 
July condition report was received 
showing a continuation of hot weather 
in Texas, where the crop was sup­ 
posed to be rapidly deteriorating. 
Upon publication of the boll weevil 
statement indicating that the pest 
was less threatening this year than 
last, 
liquidation 
reached 
record- 
breaking proportions and the decline 
was not checked until December con­ 
tracts had sold at forty-seven points 
below the closing figures of the pre­ 
vious night and ninety-five points be­ 
low the high record of last Tuesday. 


BODY FOUND IN TH I WOODS 


Missing Bank Teller Had Committed

the body of Harold C. Cox, teller of 
the Home Savings bank of this place, 
who has been missing from his home 
here since July 5, was found in the 
woods about a mile and a half from 
i the railroad station.
